The London Standard of May fifth, 
prints the following summary of the trial 
of the mutineers of the Linnie : The 
trial of the prisoners accuse 1 o! the mur- 
der of the captain, chief officer and sec- 
ond mate of the sbip I^nnie came to an 
end yesterday evening, when four of the 
eight prisoners were convicted and sen- 
tenced to sutler the ext rem e penalty of 
the law. go far as they were concerned 
the result was a foregone conclusion. 
By the clearest ppnajble evidence they 
w. rc shown to have taken an active part 
in the perpetration ofthe atrocities by 
which their unfortunate victims lost 
their liven, |<erishing tit their poata in the 
vain endeavor to defend themselves 
against a set of destieradoes who had 
planned a deep and ueadlv scheme for 
seizing the ship, after making off with 
every portable and marketable article on 
which they could lay their hands. The 
story is indeed remarkable, alike from 
the audacity of the at'.empt, the success 
by which it had to all appearances been 
crowned, atxl the ningular manner by 
which the authors of the scheme were 
eventually brought within the reach of 
otf.-n b-d justice. The entire narrative 
reads like a modernized edition of the 
most sensational of those "shipwrecks 
and disasters at sea." which form so large 
a portion of juvenile reading. Hence- 
forth the Lennte will rank with the 
Bounty, th" Flowery Lnnd, and other 
v essoin which have earned an evil noto- 
riety from thotr ronnccTton with ejerrja of 
blood and violence. With scarcely any, 
end certainly with nothing like adequate 
provocation th<» mutineer set upon their 
officers, Btnbebd, i tit, and shot them 
down upon their own deck. rx> sudden 
and utiex|>ecte<l was the outrage that 
no one of the murdered men was 
able to offer anything like effective 
resistance, and had their seaman- 
ship been equal to their audacity the 
murderers might now have been en- 
joying their ill-gotten gains in some 
country where no extradition treaty is 
in force.

From the 
testimony of several other witnesses 
we now know that the captain and 
mates were dispatched successively in 
cold blood by Lips, French Peter, Big 
Harry, and Jive the cook, the four pris- 
oners who were convicted. Not a hand 
was raised by any other of the crew on 
behalf of their officers. The boatswain, 
when apjvealed to by the second mate to 
save his life, repulsed him with brutal 
rudeness, and when the la«t of the mur- 
ders had been consummated, those who 
had stood by during their perpetration 
weighted the bodies with chains and 
thixw them overboard, washing the 
blood-stained deck in as matter of-fact a 
fashion as if nothing had occurred at all 
out of the routine o? their ordinary daily 
duty. 

Up to this point the story is horrible 
enough. It« concluding portion, how- 
ever, savors of the heroic and the roman- 
tic.

It may lie well to explain what is 
meant by the term "fraternal relations," 
in its ecclesiastical sense.

These things shoultl be well 
understood by both I my a ami girls; they 
will not only prove attractive and inter- 
esting, but lie useful all their clays. 
Young men spend 3'ear* in the study of 
Latin and algebra, which are useful, but 
one-tenth of thi- time given to the fasci- 
nating and useful art* connected with 
vegetable growth, would be more valua- 
ble for the time devoted. Young belie- 
study French and crayon work for yean, 
but if thev could cut'otTa few fragment* 
of this time and give them to sarnie of 
the arts emiinecteel with horticulture, it 
would lae better feir their health*, their 
minds.und add much to their tisa-luliic-.s.

Claude Mellon engraved, in 1700, a 
full head of Christ with one unhroken 
line. This line commenced at the apes 
of the nose, anil wound out and out. like 
a watch-spring, until it ended in the 
border of the picture. Mezzotint en- 
gravings are produced thus : The steel 
or copper is made rough, like fine sand 
jwiper. To produce soft effects, this 
rough surtace is scraped off. If you 
want a white place, or 'high li;;ht in 
your engraving, scrape the surface 
smooth, and then the ink will not touch 
it. If you want faint color, scrape off a 
little. Such engravings look like photo- 
graphs. 

Etching is adapted to homely and fa- 
miliar sketches. Almost all the great 
painters were etchers. Etching is done 
thns: The copper or steel plate is 
heated and covered with black varnish. 
The engraver scratches off this varnish 
with sharp needles, working on the sur- 
face as he would on pajier with a pencil. 
Nitric acid is then poured over the plate, 
and it eats away at the steel and copper 
wherever the needle has scraped off the 
varni-h. When the varnish is removed 
,wi t h spirits of turju ntine the ensrraving 
is seen in the sunken lines on the plate. 

Peculiarities of Cats. 

Many persons supjmse that white cats 
wi tn blue eyes are deaf ; this can by no 
means, however, lie deemed so commonly 
the case as to afford a foundation for a 
theory. A New Zealand correspondent 
sends to Nature some interesting points 
liearing on this point. "At Tarataki, 
New Zealand," he says, "I saw a white 
cat with blue eyes which was not 
at all deaf, and a good many of its kittens 
were white and had light blue eyes. As 
many of these had perfect hearing as 
were afflicted with deafness. This cat 
had a grown up kitten perfectly black, 
which had also some times white kittens 
with blue eyes. It showed, as did the 
old cat, a singular partiality for them. 
On tine occasion it happened that the 
old white cat and her black daughter 
■ had litters at the Mine time; among 
them there was one white kitten with 
blue eyes — the black cat's. The two

A parasite literally means one that 
dines with or lives on another, and is a 
term which aptly descril>es many s|iecies, 
lioth of the vegetable and animal crea- 
tion. Thus the mistletoe and many of 
the fungi. and mosses are examples of 
vegetables which grow on trees, and the 
apple-tree louse, that great pest of the 
orchard, is an example of an animal para- 
site that sjionges its living from trees. 
But what we particularly desire to call 
the attention ot farmers to at this time, 
is the multitude of parasites that are 
sucking the life-blood out of their domes- 
tic animals. It seems to be a pretty 
general law of nature that animals prey 
tin each other. Not only do the superior 
devour the inferior, hut liliputian fellows 
make their home upon and within the 
larger animals, and fare sumptuously. 
Man is not exempt from the invasion of 
these parasites. Every mother of s 
family knows that it requires perpetual 
vigilance to keep lice out of the heads of 
her children, especially if they g<> to the 
public school. But it may BOt be to 
generally known that the loathsome dis- 
ease called the itch, is caused by a min- 
ute parasite that burrows in tie skin, 
causing a festering sore. In fact, man 
furnishes a home lor a scon- or two of 
different kinds of parasites, among which 
are three or four kinds of lice, four dif- 
ferent tape-worms, which lie in the in- 
ti -lines; four distonia, found in the liver 
and the blood ; some atari, that strange 
to say, choose the nose for their habita- 
tion;" some cestoids, that select the eve- 
ball, or the heart, or other inclosed or- 
gan, for their habitation. The tartar of 
the teeth, and the secret ions of the mu- 
cous membrane, furnish Isith food and 
shelter to numerous inferior organisms 

There is no on^aii of the lmdy which is 
entirely free from parasites. The brain, 
the m iM-s, tli<» sp!na\ marrow, and even 
the Ismes, nourish para*iti-- peculiar to 
themselves ; each has s favorite home 

and food, but il is not trie, as -<'ine sup- 
|K>se, that each s|iecios is confined to one 
sjM-cies or even genu- of animal-. Many 
of them seem to lie cosmopolitan in their 
nature. Thus the tick, which is such a 
nuisance on sheep, also inlt-st- iIm- dog, 
the deer, anil sometimes takes up his 
als>de <ui man. The writer once found 
one, after sheep-shearing, in his arm pit, 
where he had f urrowed into tlie -kin be- 
fore he was discovered. . 

A correspondaat says he is greatly 
troubled by lice on his cattle, and tick- 
on his sheep, and wishes to know how In- 
may rid his herds and flocks of these 

pests. 

As to lice on cattle. We desire in the I 
first place to say to all call h- owner-, 
that every man ought to lie ashamed to 
let them propagate so as to become a 
•est. Such offences will come in the ■ 
>est managed In-nls. There is not an 
animal that will not, under favorable 
circumstances, breed lice of some kind in 
its hair, wool, f'-athers, or .-kin. It 
seems, sometimes, as though the little 
vermin were developed, were not bred, 
but. likt topsy, grew. Of course, tin- i- 
oot so. They are seldom found on ani- 1 
mals that are well fed, well groomed, and 
well ventilated. When the hair i- tilled 
with dust, the stables are dirty, and the 
animal is in jssor heart, these vampires 
find a good projtgating bed. and they 
multiply at a fondeiiul rate. Their 
p resence may be easily detected by the 
animals rubbing themselves against 
every jMist and board, biting and kicking 
themselves, and, in extreme cases, by 
the hair eomingolf. They can also be 
seen with the naked eye. and with a 
glass they look Ike horrid monster-. In 
small numbers they do not cause much 
annoyance or dasiage, but if allowed to 
multiply they produce S cutaneous dis- 
ea-e called mange, the hair comes off, 
the animal runs down in flesh — and no 
wonder, for thousands of animals are 
living on one — awl the farmer is feeding 
his hay and grain to parasite*, from 
which there is no profit. The old adage, 
an ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure, is specially applicable to para- 
sites, and the prevention is easily accom- 
plished by cleaniness and grooming. 

If, however, Me parasites have estab- 
lished large oeflbies, thev can Ik- easily 
dispossessed. Their hafdt is to have 
head quartern and hind quarters, from 
which they iswe on foraging expeditions. 
Their headquarters are near the base of 
the horns and so down on the neck, as 
here they arein comparative safety, the 
animal not being able to lick or rub 
these parts. The hindquarters, for the 
same reason, are near the roots ot the 
tail. Hisperae the enemy from these 
quarters, and they arc pretty effectually 
routed. Formerly we rubbed into these 
parts a mercurial ointment called un- 
ruentum, made from triturating quick- 
silver with lard, it is an effectual remedy, 
but must lie uied with caution, as, though 
the animal may not be able to lick of! 
the jKiison, still it is alisorlied through 
the jKiies of the skin, and may result in 
evil consequences, though, in our 
limited experience, wo have never known 
such a result. Another effectual remedy 
is a strong decoction of tobacco. The 
' weed" was never put to a better use 
than destroying lice on cattle, and ticks 
tin sheep, but the nicotine of tobacco 
like mercurv, can be absorbed by the 
skin, and case* of death are reported in 
nnnarrjnrm' e. 

Sulphur is death to most all small 
parasites: the flowers of sulphur can be 
sprinkled along the neck and back of an 
animal infested with lice, with compara- 
tive impunity to the animal, and sure 
destruction to the liliputians. A little 
sulphur mixed with the feed of a cow fir 
ox is also a preventive of parasites, and 
an aid to theirextermination. Il is the 
universal remedy for th-s itch on men, 
and two or three thorough applications 
always root out the microscopic insect 
which burmws in the flesh of children, 
causing the itch. Sulphur is liest ap- 
plied in the form of an ointment made 
from the flowers of sulphur and lard or 
whale oil. Most of these little parasites 
breathe through what are called spiracles, 
openings in their body, and the lard or 
oil fills up these, causing suffocation, so 
that lard alone is not a bad remedy for 
lice. Sulphur makes it doubly sure, for 
the animal heat causes the va|ior of sul- 
phur to be disseminated, and no animal 
can breathe this vajmr and live. It is 
objected to the use of sulphur that the 
animals are likely to lake cold after ,be- 



are all concentrated fin the lambs, and 
they can be dipped with impunity. If 
the* flock is kept separate from other 
shfep, so that there can be no importa- 
tion of ticks, the vermin can not multi- 
ply so as to do much damage, but if, 
from commingling with other sheep, 
ticks are found to lie sucking the life out 
of the animals, we should part the wool 
along the back and pour in a weak solu- 
tion of carbolic acid. We have not tried 
this remedy for ticks, and it may not lie 
effectual on so large and tough an ani- 
mal as is the sheep tick, but we feel con- 
fident it would make them keel over, 
and would d** no damage to the sheep, 
unless used too strong. A sheep's skin 
is very tender, and the solution should 
lie made so weak as not to affect the hu- 
man skin unfavorably. 

The English shepherds recommend for 
killing ticks, a salve composed of white 
arsenic ami corrosive sublimate rubbed

Tn a warm, sunny day in the latter 
part of winter and in the spring, many 
ticks can lie taken from a sheep's back as 
they OtMBO out to sun themselves. Tt is 
not a pleasant operation to handle them 
without gloves, but when once used to it 
the disgust diminishes, and multitudes 
can Is" destroyed in this way. 

The subject of animal para-ites i- one 
to which we wi-h farmers would give 
more attention. In the foregoing article, 
we have only alluded to the two which 
demand sjieci.':! watching at this sea-on 
of the year. It will astonish any one 
who investigates this subject, to find 
what DUmbers and varieties of para-ites 
he is sustaining among his flocks and 
herds. He will find them lodged and 
fed almost every where — on the backs of 
his cattle, in the stomachs of his horses, 
the flesh of his swine, and the leathers of 
bis jKiultry." 



W H.M'TUN FUNERAL, 
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a« I'olm la *«•» a orli Vrilrnl.i.i. 
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B.-nilil«-4t. 

In New York city 00 the U*sth, t'"' 
funeral of liarnn do l'olm, according to 
the ancient Egyptian rites, was an occa- 
sion for the gathering of nearly ft ur 
thousand people at the Masonic Temple. 

The deceased baron, who came to this 
country fifteen years ago, had expressed 
a wish that no Christian priest or minis- 
ter be allowed to take part in bis obse- 
quies. 

Thev v«re conducted by the Theo- 
sophical Society, ot which the deceased 
was a member. Only those having tick- 
ets, about fifteen hundred in all, were 
admitted to the building. 

The Assemblage was well dfOasod, and 
intensely curious in regaid to the nature 
of the funeral rites. They were of a 
much simpler character than had lieen 
expected. 

The platform or altar was embellished 
by an incense b'irner, which, according 
to the officers of the society, was em- 
blematic of the worship of fire: and a 
wood? n cross liearing a scr|ierit, which 
seemed to lie engaged in ."Mi honest but 
ruthless effort to bite its own tail. 

This was typical, according to a mem- 
lier of the association, of the evolution of 
matter. Iletwcen the cross and the vase 
! of burning incense, ami directly in front 
; tif the stage. ap| eared the coffin. 

It was a handsome els my casket, bound 
I with silver and liearing the name, age 
and titles of the dead gentleman. On it 
' were placet! seven lighted candles, live of 
them white, one red, and the other 
; green. 

They also were intended to typify the 
! worship of fire and light. Seated on the 
-tage in a circle liehind the coffin were 
the prie-t and six members fir fellows of 
! the associat ion. 

Thoy were all clad in heavy flowing 
gowns of a heavy black woolen material, 
and each of them had in his hands a 
bunch of green leav es, which signified 
their ''good will and peace toward 
men.'' 

Col. Olcott was master and conductor 
of the c< rcmonies After a brief interval 
of mimic, the <] nest ions and responses l»e- 
gan. They consisted of curiously-phrased 
questions and answers boa a regular, 
ancient Egyptian liturgy, in regard to 
the nature of God. the human soul and a 
future state of existence. 
During the questions and answers the 

incense was burned. An old gentleman, 
who did not like the nature of the ideas 
put forth in the ritual, ordered his 
daughter to leave the organ; so part of 
the musical portion of the ceremony had 
to be disjiensed with. 

Col. Olcott delivered a lengthy address 
on the nature of Theosophy. He said 
that the deceased baron, after a long lire 
in Courts tend a career of ambition, find- 
ing nothing in creeds to satisfy his in- 
quiries in regard to a future state, found 
consolation in Thcosophisni. 

After the rights were over, tin- remain- 
were removed to a vault in the Lather- 
rian cemetery, and will, it is said, lie cre- 
mated as soon as permission can be ■>!>- 
tained from the authorities.

The surveying party sent out to survey 

the Okefenokee swamp, report that it 

measures one hundred and forty-two 

miles in circumference, and. with the 

sinuosities, one hundred and eighty miles 

around. This vast formation, thirty miles ! v - slr, * JI >c aci 

long and seventeen miles wide, 'is the 1 

largest pwamp in the United States. It 
: lies in the southeastern part of Georgia, 
, but partly in north Florida. Here is the 

Suwanee river, made famous bv the ne- 
gro melody of the '• Old Folk* at Home/' 

It traverses a large section of upper 

Florida, is bordered with valuable cy- 

piess and other timber, and empties into 

the gulf at a point eighteen miles above 

Cedar Keys. Okefenokee swamp was for 

generations a refuge for runaway slaves. 

Indians have lived there until recently, 

cultivating trardens; and in the depths 

of the jungles and forests are thousands 

of bears, and a great many Florida ti- 
gers" — the cougar, or American panther.
